This  little  compilation  was  mulertfiken  six  years  ago,  and  would  have 
been  sooner  issued  but  that  there  appeared  at  one  time  n  prospect  tliat 
it  might  be  merged  in  a  more  extensive  work  by  another  liund.  Tlic 
latter  seems  to  have  failed,  at  least  for  tlie  present,  from  a  lack  of 
encouragement  ;  and  I  have  proceeded  to  complete  my  undertaking, 
which  is  iiere  presented.

Explanation. --Tho  luunes  liuvinfj  a  phis  mark  v-f )  rei'ur  in  tlie  siu-ceoiliug  genera- 
tion as  heads  of  families.     Tlio  small  superior  figures  denote  the  generation. 
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TiiK  first  si'ttlcnieiit  (»f  oiir  f:iiiiily  in  this  cduiiti'v  M'a!>  as 
VM'ly  as  KiM.").  The  Plymouth  ('()h)iiy  ivceived  rapid  aect'ssitui 
at  that  time  from  the  m()ther  country.  They  i)enetrate<l  tlie 
sun'nundiuL;'  wihlerness.  plaiitt'd  tlieir  homes,  and  founded  new 
towns.  About  thirty  miles  south-easterly  fi"(.»ni  Plymouth  our 
immiii'i-ant  ancestoi's  settled,  where  is  n<iw  tlie  town  of  Fal- 
mouth. An  old  house  whieh  has  stood  more  than  a  eentuiT 
and  ivm. lined  in  possession  of  tlu-  i'aniily  until  a  iveent  |»erio«l 
is  pointed  out  as  "the  old  llateh  i)laee*';  and  undoulttedly 
>tands  ni)on  tin*  u'l-ound  of  the  orii>'inal  settlement.  .\one  of 
the  de.-eendants,  however,  remain  in  that  town. 

Tlieiiet',  wi'  ti'aee  our  line  downward  to  the  State  of  ( 'oii- 
nefticur.  wdnther  sevi'i'a!  of  rhat  family  I'emoved  at  an  «'arly 
date,  and  settled  in  Tolland,  (iuilfoiul.  \\'indsor,  and  other 
towns  near  Hartford.  Captain  Zephainah  1  lateli,  who^-e  exact 
succession  has  not  yet  been  fixed.  Lnt  is  unndstakably  clear 
as  lieing-  from  the  Falmouth  family,  Mas  a  sea-ca))tain  and 
traded  with  the  AVe>t  Indies.  He  livi'd  in  (Tuilford,  where 
lu'  m.  1  74."),  .loliaiDiah,  dan.  (d'  .losiah  and  Hannah  Chitten- 
den. .Io>iali  was  uncle  of  Tluunas  Chittenden,  the  first  ir<»v- 
ernor  of  the  State  of  ^'e^mont.  Of  their  fifteen  children,  five 
were  1>.  in  (luilford  ;  and  they  then  ivni.  to  ( )xf<trd,  in  the 
-ame  state.  'I'his  was  his  re-  'deuce  the  rennunder  id"  his  litV. 
Hei'e  he  d.  at  upwards  of  c.^hty  years  of  a«i:e.  Here  tiieir 
-on  Tiniotli\-.  who  is  the  head  of  our  branch,  was  b.  in  1757. 
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Of  the  liovliood  and  early  life  of  Tiinotliy  no  account  lias 
l)een  ]ireserved.  lie  entered  the  army  at  the  conunencenient 
of  tlie  devolution,  and  at  the  age  of  nineteen  was  in  the  battle 
of  AVliite  Plains.  In  this  conilict  he  was  taken  prisoner  by 
the  British,  and  suffered  in  the  Kew  York  "Bridewell"  prison 
the  treatment  of  prisoners,  Avhich,  though  not  so  atrocious  as 
tliat  of  the  rel)els  in  the  late  war,  was  verv  cruel.  He  was 
tinally  exchanged,  but  we  do  not  lind  that  he  was  in  further 
active  service.  In  1778  he  m.  Lucretia  Rockwell  and  settled 
in  East  Hartford,  Ct.,  where  he  lived  several  years,  and  where 
their  first  two  children  were  b.  About  1784  he  rem.  to  Blan- 
ford,  ]Ms.,  where  he  purchased  a  small  farm,  and  lived  about 
twenty  years.  Six  children  were  b.  in  Blanford.  Tie  rem.  to 
Hartford,  Ct.,  where,  in  connection  with  his  son  Frederic  W., 
he  built  a  house  on  Pearl  Street,  opposite  the  old  jail,  which 
still  remains  in  good  condition.  His  wife  Lucretia  died  Feb. 
4,  1811.  -He  m^  2d  Lucy  Bassett,  who  d.  Feb.  11, 1817.  The 
third  wife  was  Mrs.  Lucinda  [Martyn]  iJanforth,  widow  of 
Daniel  Danforth  of  Hartford.  She  was  b.  in  Hadley,  Ms., 
June  H,  1777,  and  d.  July  3,  1853.  By  this  marriage  were 
three  children,  1).  in  Hartford.  After  his  removal  to  Hartford 
he  was  occupied  in  active  business  pursuits — public  business, 
mercantile,  and  exchange' brokerage. 

After  the  close  of  the  Bevolution  he  was  a  major  in  the 
militia,  and  at  the  time  of  the  "Shay's  Rebellion"  was  called 
out  for  its  supj)ression. 

Tbe  cliai'acter  of  Major  Timothy  Hatch  M'ould  seem  to  par- 
take hu'gely  of  tlie  elements  ascribed  to  our  Puritan  ancestors 
— firm  integrity,  uid)ending  adherence  to  principle,  a  strong 
will,  persevering  energy.  Tliese,  united  with  good  judgment, 
a  mind  of  some  cnltivation  and  stored  by  reading,  would 
naturally  give  him  success  in  his  undertakings  and  a  promi- 
nent place  in  comnnmity.  In  public  affairs  he  took  a  lively 
interest,  and  his  name  frequently  occurs  in  the  newspajDers  of 
that  time  in  connection  with  public  meetings  of  various  sorts. 
In  religion  he  was  an  Kpiscoi)alian,  a  mend)er  of  Christ 
( 'hurch,  Hartfoi'd."  He  lived  to  the  ri])e  age  of  eiglity-one,  and 
d.  Juiro  lo,  1S3S.  ]Ie  could  count  as  his  progeny  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  eleven  cl^ldren,  fifty-five  grandchildren,  and 
twenty-three  great  irrandchildren — a  total  of  eightv-nine.

He  was  about  tive  years  old  wlien  liis  fatlier  rem.  to 
IMaiiford,  ^fs.,  and  purchased  a  farm  there.  Young  Timothy, 
(InriniT  lii.s  Iwvliood.  woi'ked  on  the  farm,  attending  scliool  in 
the  MMuter  montlis,  until  he  went  and  learned  tlie  hatter's 
ti'ade,  Avhieh  lousiness  he  afterwards  followed.  He  m.  Apr., 
ISiMi,  Sarah  Walker  iShe])herd,  a  niece  of  Gen.  William  Shep- 
hci'd.  who  was  distinguished  in  the  "Shay's  Rebellion."  Her 
ancestral  relatives  Avere  among  the  leading  patriots  of  the 
IJevolution.  Slie  lived  to  the  extreme  age  of  ninety-five,  en- 
j< tying  until  her  last  sickness  good  bodily  health  and  a  clear 
mind.  Her  home  during  the  last  part  of  her  life  was  with 
her  son  Ossian  L.,  and  there  she  d.  Dec.  3,  1876. 

Their  children  were  all  born  in  the  same  house,  and  mostly 
educated  in  the  same  school-hoiise.  The  boys  learned  farm- 
ing, and  more  or  less  of  their  father's  trade  of  hat-making. 
He  d.  June  23,  1853;  and  in  the  cemetery  there  his  remaiiis 
repose.  Like  his  comjianion  who  snrvived  him,  he  was  an 
earnest,  jjractical  christian.  His  life  of  ceaseless  industry  was 
guided  by  a  well-balanced  mind.

"  ]\[r.  Grannis  was  a  journalist  of  wide  experience, 
who  devoted  many  of  the  best  years  of  his  life  to 
the  j)i-ofession  which  he  ad()])ted,  not  by  mere  acci- 
dent in  his  early  youth,  hut  lono-  after  he  luul 
reached  mature  years,  from  choice.  His  work, 
which  was  done  for  many  newspa])ers  and  maga- 
zines, chiefly  related  to  art  matters,  lie  liad  skill 
with  the  pencil,  himself,  and  an  instinctive  love  of 
art  for  its  own  sake.  He  enjoyed  the  ])ersonal 
friendslii])  of  every  prominent  artist  in  this  neiirh- 
horhood,  and  spent  a  larii;e  portion  of  liis  few  leis- 
ni-e  hoiii-s  in  the  studios  and  at  the  eluhs  which 
artists   freciueiit.     ^Fr.    (Jrannis   came   to  this   city 

J.  V 
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twoHty  years  ago,  to  engage  in  mercantile  pnrsnits. 
lie  wrote  for  the  journals  and  associated  with  art- 
ists wliile  he  was  a  tradesman,  and  for  the  last  eight 
years  he  gave  his  whole  attention  to  jonrnalism. 
This  is  scarcely  the  place  in  which  to  speak  of  the 
private  character  of  a  man  so  little  known  to^  the 
public,  l)ut  it  nuiy  not  be  amiss  to  speak  of  his  rare 
qualities  as  a  friend,  and  his  m^nly  bearing  in  times 
of  adversity.  His  menjory  will  long  be  green 
among  those  who  have  known  him  and  worked 
with  him.''

1,  1780.  At  an  earlv  ae'e  he  manifested  a  decided  taste  for 
learning.  At  twelve  years  of  age  his  father. placed  him  in  a 
mercantile  business  which  he  soon  left,  preferring  work  with 
a  fai'iner  where  he  could  have  more  leisure  hours  for  studv. 
lie  nuirried  Frances  Lowry  Robertson,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  who 
d.  about  one  year  after  their  marriage,  in  Edenton,  N.C  lie 
m.  2d  a  daughter  of  John  Weatherburn,  of  Baltimore,  Md., 
and  all  his  children  were  by  this  marriage.  She  d.  in  San 
Francisco,  Tal.,  Oct.  12,  ISCA.  From  a  sermon  preached  at 
his  funei'al  in  (rrace  Church,  Sacramento,  Cal.,  Jan.  K),  I860, 
the  following  is  mostly  taken  : 

Dr.  Hatch  was  ordained  a  deacon  in  the  Protestant  Episco- 
]»al  Church  by  P)isliop  Claggett,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1810, 
at  tlie  age  of  twenty-one.

•esponsible  and  dilHcult  position. 

In  May,  1852,  lie  made  a  juiblic  professi(»n  of  his  faith  in 
'hi'ist,  and  united  with  the  ( ■oni]^reij:ational  church,  of  which 
le  was  a  deacon  the  last  two  years  of  his  life.  With  reniarka- 
)le  cheerfulness  and  buoyancy  of  S]u"rit,  he  constantly  evinced 
I  life  of  consecration  to  the  service  of  the  Master.  Such 
jualities  gained  him  a  M'ide  circle  of  hearty  friends,  and  the 
ove  and  respect  of  the  community. 
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In  tlie  domestic  circle  wLere  lie  was  always  happiest,  the 
best  and  loveliest  traits  were  exhibited.  At  the  age  of  fifty- 
five  he  was  called  away  from  the  field  of  his.  extensive  useful- 
ness, and  he  died  Feb.  7,  ISTi. 

The  scene  of  his  death-bed  was  a  fittiuff  close  of  such  a  life. 
Calling  his  family,  the  officers  of  the  Reform  School,  and 
other  friends  around  him,  he  bade  each  farewell  with  affec- 
tionate parting  words.  He  then  led  in  repeating  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  then  himself  repeated  the  hymn  "Kock  of  Ages," 
and  after  pronouncing  the  apostolic  benediction,  he  fell  asleep 
in  Christ.  The  trustees  of  the  institution  over  which  he  had 
been  fifteen 'years  superintendent,  gave  public  expression  of 
their  sorrow.  A  Merideu  newspaper  on  the  day  of  his  funeral 
said :  "  To-day  Merideu  is  wrapped  in  grief  confined  to  no 
particular  class  or  sect.  Every  man,  woman,  and  child  in 
Meriden  will  miss  him  and  regret  his  death."

''  A  few  days  since  tliere  came  from  ISTew  York  City  the 
remains  of  Mrs.  Adeline  E.  Fletcher,  for  burial  here  [Caven- 
dish]. She  was  the  widow  of  Dr.  Alpheus  Fletcher,  who 
died  here  in  1839.  The  returning,  dead,  of  those  who  have 
lived  among  us,  brings  vividly  to  mind  the  memory  of  those 
who  have  once  been.  Mrs.  Fletcher  was  a  daughter  of  the 
Hon.  Uriel  C.  Hatch,  at  one  time  a  prominent  lawyer  resident 
here — a  representative  in  the  Yermont  Legislature,  from  tliis 
town,  at  different  periods,  and  familiarly  known,  even  now, 
as  Judge  Hatch.  Dr.  Alpheus  Fletcher,  who  died  at  the  age 
of  forty-six  years,  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Judge  Eichard 
Fletcher,  of  Boston,  and  ex-govemor  Ryland  Fletcher,  the 
last  living  representative,  we  believe,  of  this  remarkable 
family.  We  hardly  appreciate  at  this  day  the  memory  of  Dr, 
Fletciier,  vdio  was  the  wittiest  man  of  his  day,  or.e  of  the 
most  skillful  physicians  and  most  learned  men  of  his  time.
